A. J. Wakeiield has found a neiv use 


for- thrashing engines which" promises 
to. revolutionize the present method 
of transporting grain from the farms 
of South. Dakota to the nearest mar- 
ket points. 


As an experiment, he tied five wag-- 


ons together, and after loading them 
•vrith an aggregate of 490 bushels ot 
wheat, coupled the thrasher engine, 
with which he had g-arnered the grain, 
to tie string of wagons, and started for 
Eaullrton. The trip of 15 miles vras 
made fn six hours. Wakefield had but 
one assistant. During the trip of the 
curious train tUong the country roads 
the farmers living along the route tem- 
porarily abandoned their work in order 
to watch the strange sight. When the 
unusual procession entered FaulUIoiJ 
it attracted the attention of hundreds 
of townspeople. 


"WakefieM carefuily noted the man- 


ner in which the eug"ine*5iauled its load, 


for-j and is satisfied that the capacity of 


the engine is sufficient to haul above 
then-umber of loaded wngons transport- 
ed on the experimental trip. It is 
therefore his purpose to haul about 
],000 bushels of grain on the next and 
subsequent trips. Several good results 
are noticeable from the experiment. 


Notwithstanding the consumption of 


coal, the employment of the thrasher 
engine makts, in Wakefield's opinion. 
a considerable saving both in time nnci 
money over the usual method of haul- 
ing grain to market with horses. Fifty 
bushels of grain is an ordinary load 
for a team of horses. Thus the 400 
busbels hauled by the thrasher engine 
on the experimental trip would have' 
required ten trips if hauled by team.
